Bigbury Bay is ten miles southeast 


of Plymouth where the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wllhelm

State Loomis. Mr. Loomis was missed 
at 1 o'clock that morning ajid has 
not been heard from, since.
